Halted by the mandate, ot President 


Taft,,the tariff conferees were com- 
pelled to turn back and revise their 
rates on lumber and 'gloves. In:., a 
communication to'Senator Aldrich and 
Representative Payne, the president 
demanded that'the ..high /rates on 
gloves as axed •by.lthe ihou'se and the 
high rales on lumber as fixed'by tho 
senate should not she :made a part of 
the conference report. •

After struggling' over these ques- 


tions throughout, the entire day, 'the 
conferees surrendered to the presi- 
dent's view and signed the report. 


When the' conferees fixed lumber 


and glove rates Wednesday by shad- 
Ing very slightly the higher rates on 
each, they were so certain that tho 
president would consent to the ar- 
rangement that .notices'-were-sent to 
the Democratic members of-the con- 
ference committee.to be present at 10 
o'clock Thursday to approve or dis- 
approve of the conference report. 


The president had other- Ideas of 


what the rates should be aiid lie ex- 
pressed them very forcibly. 
He said 


that lumber should not be more than 
51.25 
per thousand feet for' rough, 


with the' differentials fixed by 
the 


senate on'finished lumber. 
He de- 


clared also that tho-senate rate on 
gloves, which are the same as .the 
Dingleyrates, and much less than the 
house rates, would have to be adopt- 
ed In order to obtain his endorsement. 


Hot content with issuing an injunc- 


tion 
against high rates . on these 


articles, the president specified that 
hides must go on the free list and the 
house rates on boots and. shoes and 
other manufactures of leather
